Groundbreaking  for  a  new  residence  hall  on 
campus  took  place  on  October  22nd,  a  chilly 
Friday  With  a  small  group  of  students,  faculty, 
trustees,  community  members  and  friends  of  the 
college  in  attendance,  the  speakers  emphasized 
the  positive  direction  that  this  dorm  represents, 
explaining  that  this  hall  is  only  the  first  step  in  a 
long  term  process  to  improve  the  campus. 

The  hall,  which  will  house  95  students,  will  be 
built  as  suites,  with  five  students  per  suite.  The 
suites  will  include  a  kitchenette  area,  living  room, 
two  full-sized  bathrooms,  five  bedrooms  and  a 
balcony  or  patio. 

'T'm  convinced  that  this  design  will  meet  the 
needs  of  the  students,"  said  William  Manis,  Vice 
President  for  Student  Affairs,  who  was  instrumental 
in  making  this  hall  a  reality.  The  hall  is  the  result  of 
six  years  of  planning  and  study  concerning  the 
needs  of  SJC  students.  The  halls  are  scheduled  to 
be  available  to  upperclassmen  by  the  Fall  of  2000.
